One feature of New Jersey law that 
few, If any, of the other states have, 
and which la said to haw been a 
prime factor In giving the state Its tra- 
ditional reputation for lightninglike 
court jsroredure, is a provlslou that a 
Jury In a Unit degree murder trial nay 
designate life Imprisoument Instead of 
the death peJiulty for the convicted 
person. This has resulted in many 
quick convictions for life Imprison- 
ment where, otherwise, there might 
have been Jury disagreements.

"Jersey Justice." famed from Malna 
to Florida, from the Atlantic ta the I'a- 
I Inc. and even overseas, not Only be- 
cause of Its speed. Its accuracy and Its 
relentlessness, but also because of Its 
fairness and efficiency, was not estab- 
lished overnight It Is scarcely a tan- 
gibly thing. It may be beat described 
as "a state of mind," tie people de- 
manding that their law officers be em 
clent above everything else. Thus 
prosecutors. grand Juries. Judges, petit 
Juries and all other branches of the ad- 
ministration of Justice, which lead the 
criminal to prison snd the murderer to 
the death chair, are Just so many 
wheels and gears and belts In an al- 
most perfectly working "machine" 
whose motive power Is the jieople. 

Tradition has bud much to do with 
making "Jersey Justice." Kevlmitug 
with the early days of the settlement 
of the state, when many crimes wera 
punishable by death, the Calvlnlsta 
brought Into east Jersey distinctive 
of religious and civil matters 
probably were the roots of "Jer- 
y Justice - 
New Jersey differs In no great re- 
from other states as to the gen- 
eral legal procedure for the punish- 
ment of crime, Lym-hlngs and crime 
against accused persons, however, are 
rare. (itflcer* of the law. from the 
highest Judges down, are well paid, and 
every effort Is innde to keep |s>litics 
out of <he courts. At pre:.ent there 
are more than three-score life pris- 
oners In Mm- state prison here and 
eight out of every teu convicts are in 
for long terms. 

Safeguards for Innocent 
While "Jersey Justice" is swift, the 
Innocent are safeguarded through a 
system of appeals, reprieves mid stays, 
the latter sometimes operating to sava 
convicted oersons from the death

It Is probable that a 
giaal many Americans have refrained 
from saving what they renlly think 
iihilut the bonus proposition because 
of the feeling that to oppose It mlgtit 
bring to tbein the eharge of Inck of 
sympathy with the men who fought. 

The American l<eglon Itfelf bus 
been In part divided In sent Imer.t on 
the matter of the bonus. Finally the 
l/eglnn swung Into line In behalf of 
the legislation and Its tender* have 
been euniest In their attempt* to se- 
cure It* passage They are golrrg to 
succeed. 

From everything that one hears on 
the subje.t of tba bonus from any 
point of view, ft can he known that 
virtually all the American people al- 
ways have been In t'nvor of bonus log- 
Ishitlo,, provided the bonus was to be 
given to the men who need It. There 
never hu* s.-eme.l to be any urgent de 
niand anywhere that money should he 
given to soldier* who aerved but who 
are wele-fo-do lu the world and have 
no pinching need ftt the money. 
For All Below Rank of Major. 

There are thousand*, and perhaps 
hundred* of thousanda. of ex-service 
men who need the money and ns It haa 
been found absolutely Impossible to 
determine definitely those who need It 
and those who do not need it. the 
bonus Is to go to all alike with the ex- 
ception that men who hold rank above 
that of ciiptnlns In tli* service cannot 
benefit by the bonus, or by any of the 
alternative beneficial proposition* 
which will he Included In the legisla- 
tion. 

The one thing which more than any- 
thing else determined the Legion to 
stand for the bonus provision In the 
legislative net for assistance to the 
former soldiers, and which has moved 
congress M the siune course, ts that 
so many yoyng American* avoided 
service through one plea or another 

and si ceded In securing Job* and 

miupatlons which were aupposed to 
be vital to the prosecution of he war.
